Premier Kh rush ch ev is rep orted to h ave 
told Mr. Eaton h e is convinced th e American 
p eop le do not want war but h e is not sure 
abou» th eir government—and th at is a more 
fruitful th eme th an Mr. Eaton’s notion about 
tax es. Th is is p recisely wh at President Eisen­ 


h ower could say about th e Soviet Union— 
th at its p eop le do not want war but h e is 
not sure about th eir government. 
It is wh at President Wilson said about th e 
Germans under Kaiser Wilh elm and wh at 
President Roosevelt said about th e Germans 
under Hitler. It is wh at was said about th e 
Italians under Mussolini and th e Jap anese 
under Tojo. And, with variations, it is wh at 
th e Kaiser, Der Fueh rer. II Duce and th e 
Keep er of th e Rising Sun said about th e 
Americans and th eir government. 
But it can be recalled easily th at Ameri­ 
cans did want war against th e Germans, 
th e Italians and th e Jap anese. And it can be 
surmised just as easily th at most Germans. 
Italians and Jap anese wanted war against 
th e United States, just as it can be surmised 
th at Americans would want war against th e 
Soviet Union if th e Soviet Union ever did th e 
one th ing th at could p rovoke war — attack 
U.S. military forces wh erever th ey h ap ­ 
p ened to be p erforming th eir duty . 
Th at would include -th e duty th ey are do­ 
ing at th is moment in Taiwan Straits, a 
p oint Mr. Eaton ap p arently did not mention.

THE FIRST PART of th e above 
p aragrap h would seem to go con­ 
trary to th e 1954 decision of th e 
Sup reme Court of th e United States 
in th e desegregation cases but act­ 
ually it doesn’t. For th e Sup reme 
Court in 1954 merely ruled th at no 
state can p ass a law th at requires 
segregation in th e sch ools.

Some Americans are so sore about Cyrus 
S Eaton’s citizen-diplomacy with the Soviet 
Union they throb with pain when his name 
is mentioned. 
Others are more curious than sore. It is a 
strange situation — this Canadian-born cap­ 
italist who persistently tries to establish rap­ 
port with the leading figures of the world’s 
only Communist government. 
But as long as it doesn’t become strange 
enough to get Mr. Eaton into legal trouble 
for practicing diplomacy without a license, 
the rest of us can take it for its face value, 
which is the way any personal diplomatic 
effort must be appraised. 
Mr. Eaton is reported to have told Premier 
Khrushchev in Moscow that U.S. capitalists 
do not want war because taxes would go up, 
which does no credit to his humanitarian­ 
ism The death rate would go up. too. 
Prem ier Khrushchev is reported to have 
told Mr. Eaton he is convinced the American 
people do not want war but he is not sure 
about their government—and that is a more 
fruitful theme than Mr. Eaton’s notion about 
taxes. This is precisely what President Eisen­ 


hower could say about the Soviet Union— 
that its people do not want war but he is 
not sure about their government. 
It is what President Wilson said about the 
Germans under Kaiser Wilhelm and what 
President Roosevelt said about the Germans 
under Hitler. It is what was said about the 
Italians under Mussolini and the Japanese 
under Tojo. And, with variations, it is what 
the Kaiser, Der Fuehrer, ll Duce and the 
Keeper of the Rising Sun said about the 
Americans and their government. 
But it can be recalled easily that Ameri­ 
cans did want war against the Germans, 
the Italians and the Japanese. And it can be 
surmised just as easily that most Germans, 
Italians and Japanese wanted war against 
the United States, just as it can be surmised 
that Americans would want war against the 
Soviet Union if the Soviet Union ever did the 
one thing that could provoke war — attack 
U S. military forces wherever they hap­ 
pened to be performing their duty. 
That would include -the duty they are do­ 
ing at this moment in Taiwan Straits, a 
point Mr. Eaton apparently did not mention.

The uncanny accuracy of National Safety 
Council’s prediction of 420 deaths in traffc 
accidents over the Labor Day weekend, ex­ 
actly the total that materialized, is less im­ 
pressive than the total of drownings — 114. 
Drownings and fatalities from miscellaneous 
causes reached a total of 201, almost half 
the traffic total. 
It has been obvious for many years, despite 
heavy emphasis on traffic hazards, that the 
most dangerous thing Americans do is to 
risk their lives on an in the water. For 
every American who risked the water hazard 
over the Labor Day weekend, a thousand or 
more risked the traffic hazard. Yet, for every 
three traffic deaths there was one death 
by drowning. The explanation for the dis­ 
proportion is obvious. 
Americans are growing more skillful year 
by year in the safe use'of automobiles. Rela­ 
tive to the increasing number of automobiles 
and mileage covered, the traffic toll is being 
reduced with incredible success. But there 
has been no corresponding increase in water 
safety It may well be the next target for 
a national safety campaign, similar to the 
campaign that is wattling down the traffic 
hazard

Union was expelled from the AFL- 
CIO on charges of corruption and 
Brother Bridges’ West Coast Long­

Union was expelled from the CIO 
on charges of fly-paper adherence 
to the Communist line. 
The long 
Monday 
night 
con­ 
versation was one of a long series. 
Mr. Bridges plans to fly in regu­ 
larly for these talks, which will in­ 
tensify during this month. 
At the end of the month Bridges 
hopes to travel to Europe and the 
Near East, where he will consult 
with Arab leaders and then on to 
Moscow in time for the 12th Con­ 
gress of the U.S.S.R. trade unions 
on Oct. 27. 
For such a trip to Mecca, Harry 
Bridges has been waiting half a 
turbulent pro-Communist lifetime. 
But he did tell Brother Hoffa that 
he would forego the hegira if it 
would interfere with the launch­ 
ing of a coast-to-coast organization 
of unions 
controlling 
America's 
warehousing, 
inland 
transporta­ 
tion, global cargo loading on both 
coasts — and even the crews of 
giant cargo and luxury liners. 


ALL THIS was discussed as both 
men—who once vowed they’d nev­ 
er meet with each other — set a 
schedule for an East Coast con­ 
ference of Waterfront, Warehouse 
and Teamster unions. This parley 
was tentatively scheduled for the 
first fortnight in September. 
There will then be a Western 
conference. Then they will offici­ 
ally launch their Committee 
on 
Ti ansportation Unity as an ef­ 
fective national outfit. 
Their plans are to arrange for 
all theif contracts with shippers, 
steamship and trucking lines to 
expire at the same moment. Should 
they strike then, that could well 
be known as the day most of the 
United States stood still. 
Therefore the political position 
of Harry Bridges and the union he 
dominates is more than a mere 
conversation piece to the people

This letter carried with it de­

Behind The Latest Crisis 


By James Marlow 


WASHINGTON 
This is an ABC on the back­ 
ground leading up to the present 
Formosan crisis, latest in a series, 
which might explode into a war or 
melt away by letting the Reds 
grab a little real estate without a 
tight. 
After World War II the United 
States pumped money into China 
to help its wartime ally, President 
Chiang Kai-shek, establish a sta­ 
ble government, make needed re­ 
forms and win the people’s alleg­ 
iance. 
The reforms didn’t come. The 
money was squandered. American 
attempts to get Chiang and the 
Chinese Communists to work to­ 
gether 
failed. 
The 
Reds 
grew 
stronger, smashed Chiang’s arm ­ 
ies. His troops deserted to the 
Reds in bunches. 
The United States washed its 
hands of both sides. In the fall of 
1949 the Reds drove Chiang and 
his remaining troops off the main­ 
land and to Formosa, IOO miles 
across the Formosa Strait. 
But Chiang’s forces grabbed and 
held a number of islands off the 
mainland. They included Quemoy, 
the Matsus, the Tachens and a 
number of tiny islets. The Reds 
lacked the planes and ships to 
pursue Chiang and finish him off. 
President Truman was so dis­ 
gusted with the whole situation 
that early in 1950 he said this 
country would not get mixed up in 
the Chinese civil war. This meant 
Chiang was on his own. Still, the 
Reds lacked the means to reach 
and crush him. 
He remained on his own the first 
six months of 1950. Then the Ko­ 
rean War began in June. Truman 
sent the 7th Fleet into the For­ 
mosa Strait to “neutralize” the 
Red-Nationalist conflict. 
The picture changed abruptly in 
the fall of 1950 when the Red Chi­ 
nese got into the Korean War. 
From then till now American pol­ 
icy has been to defend Chiang 
from Red attack. 
Growing stronger, the Reds be­ 
gan a steady peppering of the 
Chiang-held offshore islands. This 
kept up. Early in 1955 President 
Eisenhower 
decided 
to 
take 
a 
more positive position than the 
stated American policy up to that, 
time.

He asked and got from Con­ 
gress: 
1. Approval of a resolution au­ 
thorizing him to throw American 
forces into a fight against the 
Reds, if necessary, to defend For­ 
mosa, the nearby Pescadores Is­ 
lands, and “ related areas.” 
2. Approval of a rputual defense 
treaty with Chiang. This pledged 
the United States to help Chiang 
defend Formosa. 
But Eisenhower under the res­ 
olution was free to decide what, 
if any, of those “related areas’’ 
he would defend or think worth de­ 
fending. So what was left unan­ 
swered then, and is still unan­ 
swered, is this question: 
Would Eisenhower, in case of 
Red attack on the offshore islands 
held 
by Chiang, 
use 
American 
forces to defend them and thus 
get the United States into a possi­ 
ble war with Red China? In short: 
Would he consider any or all of 
those islands necessary for the de­ 
fense of Formosa? 
Very quickly, early in 1955, he 
had to make up his mind. The 
Reds were banging away at the 
Tachen Islands, 200 miles north­ 
west of Formosa. He decided to 
let the Reds have them without a 
fight 
and persuaded Chiang to 
agree. 
Things quieted down until a few 
weeks ago. Again the Reds bom­ 
barded the offshore islands, parti­ 
cularly Quemoy, near the China 
mainland and directly across the 
strait from Formosa. The Matsus 
are 75 miles northwest of Formo­ 
sa. But there are a number of 
Chiang-held islets near the main­ 
land too. 
There’s only guessing now as to 
whether the Reds will try to take 
Quemoy, the Matsus or, just to 
win a little prestige, the tiny is­ 
lets. Equally mysterious is what 
the 
Eisenhower 
administration 
will do if the Reds move at all. 
So far the administration has is­ 
sued 
what 
sounded 
like 
stern 
warnings to the Reds but in lan­ 
guage so vague that Eisenhower 
is free to make up his mind at 
the last minute on whether he 
wants to get into a fight over the 
islands. 
He’d have to fight, because of 
the treaty, 
to defend 
Formosa 
itself. 


Without any general publicity the 
Congress of the United States this 
summer e n a c t e d and President 
Eisenhower 
signed 
a 
law 
that 
gives one state 
of the U n i o n 
the right “ for­ 
ever” 
to 
re­ 
t a i n “ execu­ 
tive 
control” 
over its own 
public schools. 
What 
Con­ 
gress can give 
to one state, it 
can some day 
give to other David law rence 
states and still stay within the Con­ 
stitution as interpreted by the Su­ 
preme Court. This may eventually 
provide the way out of the “inte­ 
gration” controversy. 
A little noticed paragraph in the 
law creating Alaska as the 49th 
state has just come to light. After 
providing that 5 per cent of the 
proceeds of the sale of certain pub­ 
lic lands shall be paid to the State 
of Alaska “to be used for the sup­ 
port of the public schools within 
said state,” the new law, approved 
by the President on July 7, 1958, 
reads as follows: 
“ The schools and colleges pro­ 
vided for in this act shall forever 
remain under the exclusive con­ 
trol of the state, or its govern­ 
mental subdivisions, and no part 
of the proceeds arising from the 
sale or disposal of any lands grant­ 
ed herein for educational purposes 
shall be used for the support of 
any sectarian or denominational 
school, college or university.” 


THE FIRST PART of the above 
paragraph would seem to go con­ 
trary to the 1954 decision of the 
Supreme Court of the United States 
in the desegregation cases but act­ 
ually it doesn’t. For the Supreme 
Court in 1954 merely ruled that no 
state can pass a law that requires 
segregation in the schools. 
It turns out now, however, that 
Congress may pass a law permit­ 
ting a state to run its own school 
system without any interference by 
the federal government. 
There are lots of things in the 
Constitution that are prohibited to 
the states — such as control of in­ 
terstate commerce and the con­ 
duct of foreign relations — and on 
which the Congress may legislate 
at will. 
The new law cannot be repealed 
or amended by Congress alone.f In 
the recent referendum required by 
Congress, this particular law was 
approved by the people of Alaska 
and formally made part of the 
state constitution. 
So, in effect, this law is a treaty 
between the federal government 
and the State of Alaska. 
While perhaps of academic in­ 
terest at present to the people of 
Alaska primarily, the new law sets 
a pattern for the rest of the states 
of the Union where until four years 
ago control of public schools had 
been recognized as a state power. 
, The Supreme Court in 1954 said 
merely that under the 14th Amend­ 
ment no state may pass a law that 
denies “equal protection of t h e 
laws.” 


When 
the 
Congress, however, 
now vests in a state “exclusive 
control” of its own public schools, 
this is in itself the exercise of a 
permissive or discretionary power, 
For the 14th Amendment specific­ 
ally delegates to Congress the right 
to decide what is or is not “ ap­ 
propriate legislation.” 


THE SUPREME COURT, more­ 
over, claims power to enforce the 
amendment only in a negative way 
— by ruling that no state may pass 
certain kinds of laXvs. 
The Supreme Court, for instance, 
has acknowledged it cannot rely on 
the 14th Amendment to deal with 
the problem of segregation where 
the federal government is in con­ 
trol of a given territory, for in­ 
stance, in the District of Columbia. 
Thus, when the Supreme Court 
in 1954 struck down the segrega­ 
tion law in the District of Colum­ 
bia, it relied on the “due process” 
clause of the Fifth Amendment but 
admitted that this was not as 
strong a support as the “ equal pro­ 
tection” clause of the 14th Amend­ 
ment would have been. 
This can be construed to mean 
that the Supreme Court cannot jus­ 
tifiably overrule an act of Con­ 
gress which, for national defense 
or other reasons, gives the federal 
government complete control over 
the public school system in a par­ 
ticular area or when the Congress 
delegates the task to the states to 
handle under the doctrine of “ex­ 
clusive control.” 
It is interesting to note that the 
new law creating the 49th state 
carefully provides that no part of 
the money from the sale of public 
lands should be used for the sup­ 
port of “any sectarian or denomi­ 
national school, college or uni­ 
versity.” 


THIS IS SIGNIFICANT, for, ac­ 
cording to Supreme Court decisions 
as recently as April 1952, the First 
Amendment to the Constitution is 
cited repeatedly as forbidding the 
use of state funds in support of 
sectarian or denominational schools 
or colleges. 
There was no reason, therefore, 
to put this particular proviso in 
the Alaska law except to empha­ 
size that the only exception to “ex­ 
clusive control” would be one gov­ 
erned by the First Amendment 
which prohibits the enactment of 
any law by Congress “respecting 
an establishment of religion.” 


Had the last Congress felt it nec­ 
essary to limit the powers of the 
State of Alaska by inserting any 
other reminders of constitutional 
barriers, it would have done so. 
This leads to the conclusion that 
Congress has opened the l e g a l 
doors to the settlement of the “in­ 
tegration - segregation” issue by 
means of local option. 
This is the very way the prohibi­ 
tion controversy was f i n a l l y 
tackled by Congress and the states 
in 1933 after 13 years of virtual 
non-enforcement of the anti-liquor 
laws and after public sentiment in 
many parts of the country h a ^ 
been aroused a g a i n s t the 18tlf 
Amendment. 


Transition In Vermont 


By Raymond Moley 


Beginning in 1856, when the Re­ 
publican party first had a candi­ 
date for president, Vermont with­ 
out a break has given its elector­ 
al vote to the GOP. 
Prior to 1928 the Republican 
majority was generally three or 
four to one. But the beginning of 
a marked change in relative party 
strength began with the appear­ 
ance of Alfred Smith as a presi­ 
dential 
candidate. 
While 
Harding 
in 
1920 
and 
Coolidge in 1924 registered the cus­ 
tomary 
Republican 
landslides, 
Smith, in 1928, received half as 
•many votes as Herbert Hoover. 
Since then, the Democratic vote 
is presidential elections has never 
gone back to its former insignif­ 
icance. 
The same change is notable in 
elections for governor. In the past 
two elections the Republican can­ 
didate has had really formidable 
opposition. But there has been no 
Democratic governor for more than 
a century. 
Likewise, since popular voting 
for United States senator began in 
1914, Republicans have won every 
time. 
The Democratic upsurgence in 
1928 was in considerable part due 
to the affection in which Alfred 
E. Smith was held by the quite 
considerable French-Catholic vote. 
And since then, these worthy people 
who are concentrated in three coun­ 
ties have continued their Demo­ 
cratic affiliation. 


BUT SHIFTS in economic life 
are now having their part in rais­ 
ing some doubt about Republican 
assurance of victory. Agriculture 
has settled down to an almost 
strictly dairy economy. 
Milk, almost all of which is ship­ 
ped out of the state, dominates 
Vermont’s agriculture. 
Orchards, wheat and corn fields ^ 
have 
fallen 
into 
neglect, 
and 
marginal farm ers present an im­ 
poverished front. 
Industry has entered the state. 
From time immemorial there have 
been the big granite and marble 
quarries. Later, small industries 
appeared here and there, some of 
them machine took plants in small­ 
er towns. And labor unions have 
grown among toe workers therein. 


At the present time it is esti­ 
mated that there are 15,000 union 
members in the state, while the 
number of farm ers, predominant­ 
ly diarymen, is very considerably 
smaller. 
Other political-economic forces 
have appeared. There is a con­ 
siderable public power sentiment 
in the state, which flared into a 
hot controversy over the issue of 
whether a state authority or the 
private utility companies should 
m arket St. Lawrence power. 
The private companies won that 
fight and the transmission lines 
are being built and operated by 
a corporation composed of three 
private companies. But the echoes 
of the conflict linger on. 
* There is also a quite active REA 
group in the state. There are other 
smaller “liberal” groups, although 
the 
conservative 
Farm 
Bureau 
Federation counts the membership 
ct most farm ers. 


IT IS NOT CLEAR that the labor 
union have become activated in 
politics as have those of many 
other states. Perhaps the Meany- 
Reuther Committee on Political 
education has been too busy else­ 
where to put pressure into Ver­ 
mont. 
The voting record of Sen. George 
D 
Aiken reflects this transition. 
While he is popular among the 
farm ers, his votes have been cast 
for more labor-favored and public- 
power-sponsored issues in the Sen­ 
ate. 
Vermont may stick to the GOP 
this year but its future will bear 
watching.

9,000 Countians Benefit 


The Social Security amendments 
of 
1958 
will 
provide 
increased 
monthly payments to about 9,000 
persons 
in 
Columbiana 
County, 
according to William McCauley, 
Social Security district m anager in 
Youngstown. Mahoning County has 
21,000 due to receive the increas­ 
ed checks next February. 
The amount of the increase will 
be about 
7 
per cent, 
although 
some checks will be slighlty more, 
slightly less in others. 
People who are already getting 
Social Security payments do not 
need to apply for the increase. It 
will be automatically added to the 
checks, which will be mailed out 
early in February. 
Under other changes made by 
the new law, Social Security bene­ 
fits will become payable to a num­ 
ber of people not previously eli­ 
gible. They must, however, apply 
to their Social Security offices be­ 
fore payments can start. Among 
the groups now eligible because of 
the amendments are: 
Dependents of people who are 50 
or over who are now' getting disa­ 
bility insurance benefits (children 
under 18 or disabled; a wife of 
any age who has a child in her 
care who is entitled to benefits; 
a wife 62 or over; or a dependent 
husband 65 or over. 
McCauley explained that there 
are about 500 disabled people re­ 
ceiving disability insurance bene­ 
fits in the two-county area, who 
might be affected by this provi­ 
sion. 
Disabled people 50 or over who 
could not qualify for benefits un­ 
der the old law because they did 
not have as much as Vk years 
of work in the 3 years before they 
were disabled. (A total of at least 
5 years of work under the law is 
still required!. 
Dependent parents whose s o n 
or daughter died after 1939 a n d 
who could not qualify for benefits 
under the old law because the son 
or daughter left a widow, widow­ 
er or child. 
Adopted children whose adopt­ 
ing parent began receiving retire­ 
ment benefits less than 3 years j 
after the adoption.
